thing, and ſome into another, accord- 
ing as they are naturally inclined ; 
{ome to Wildneſs and Rudeneſs, ſome 
to Pride, ſome. to Stubbornneſs and 
Self-conceitedneſs ; ſome to one Vani- 
ty, and fome to another. This is the 
Work of the Deſtroyer. | 
Therefore, my Children, my Ad- 
vice to you in tender Love is ; that yon 
wait upon the Lord in the ſtilneſs and 
coolneſs of your Minds, 1n the lilence 
ofall Fleſh, or fleſhly Thoughts or Co- 
gitations, that you may receive Wiſ- 
dom and Strength from the Lord, to 
withſtand the Enzmy of your Souls : 
For, as it is written in the Scriptures of 
 Fruth, They that wait npon the Lord,

Aying , This isthe way, another ſort 
ſaving, Nay, but this is the way : And 
ſo various ſorts of Religions in the 
VVorld, every one cryingup their ſe- 
veral Notions to be the way to the Ci- 
ty of Peace and Reſt, which ( upon

your viewing of it in your Minds ) 
may raiſe Doubts, and cauie ſome Con- 
ſiderations in your Minds. And from 
the conſidering of things you may rea« 
ſon within your ſelves ;- here are ma- 
ny forts of Ways and Religions in the 


World, and all pretend to be the right 


VVay ; and how ſhall we do to know 
the one right V Vay amongſt thoſe ma- 
ny VVays? For there 15 but one.xight 
VViy,and we may ſpend all our Days 


in running from one Religion to ano- | 


ther to find the right Way, and may 
miſs of it at laſt.; and fo lay down our 
Teads in Sorrow. | 

Anſwer, Chriſt ſaith, 7 am the Way, 
the Truth, and the Life; and it is ſaid 
in the Scripiures of Truth, that Chriſt 
enligi:tens every one that comes into 
the World : Ard whe Chriſt talked 
With the Woman at the Well of Sama- 
714 abour Worſhip, and the Place of 
Worſhip, ( here being, at that Day, 
3 difference between the Samaritans and 


the Jews about the Place of Worſhip, 


25 appears by the Womans words to 
Chrift, when ſhe ſatd, Onr Fithers 


worſhipped in this Monetaln, and ye ſay 
that 
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that in Jeruſalem 5s the place where Me 
ought to worſhip ) Chriſt ſays, Woman, 


believe me, the hour cometh, when ye ſhall 


neither inthis Moantain, nor yet at Je- 
ruſalen, worſhip the Father. Ye wor- 


ſhip ye know net what : we know what we 


worſhip : for Satuation t of the Jews. 
But the hour cometh, and now is, when 
the true Worſhippers ſhall worſhip the Fa. 
ther in Spirit, and in Truth ; for the 
Father ſecketh ſuch to worſhip him. God 
is a Spirit, and they that worſhip him, 
muſt worſhip him in Spirit, andin Truth, 
John 4. 20,21,22,2 3,24. 

So this 1s the true way to worſhi 
the Father, fet up by Chriſt Jeſus the 
Shepherd and Biſhop of the Soul ; the 
Spiritual Worſhip which is to conti- 
nue: And Par! ſaith, What may be 
known of God, is made manifeſt in thers. 
And Chriſt forbids to run after thoſe 
who turn Peoples Minds outward, to 
look for the way tothe Kingdom, /ay- 
inz, Lo here, or lo there: for behold, the 
A ingdom of Goa is within you, Luke 
17, 2T. 

Now if the Kingdom be within, of 
nceeflity muſt Man's Guide be there al- 
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ſo ; as the Apoltle ſays, Try your ſelves, 


prove your ſelves ; know ye not how that 
Chriſt is in you, except ye be Reprobates ? 


So here is Chriſt, the way tothe Fa- | 


ther, near in your Hearts, to guide, 
teach, admoniſh and reprove, and to 
juſtifie thoſe that are his Faithful Fol- 
lowers : So if you want. Counſel, you 


may wait in the coolneſs and ſtilneſs. 


of your Minds, and Counſel you will 
receive. If you be like to faint in your 
Travel, Chrift the Way, will be as the 
Shadow ofa mighty Rock in a weary 
Land-: If you be thirſty, he will be to 
you asa Well of Water to refreih your 


Souls; if you hunger, he will feed you 


with the Bread of Life, and clothe you 
with his Spirit : And if you keep the 
word of his Patience, he will preſerve 
you 1n the Hour of 'Temptation. 

But it may be objetted and faid, How 
ſhall we know the Teachings of Chri 
by his Spirit in our Hearts, from the 
Suggeſtions of the Enemy of our Souls; 
which is alſo a Spirit ? 


Azxſwer. Thar which reproves thee 


in {ecrer for Evil committed by thee 
( when no Eye, it may be, ſaw thee } 
is 
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15 the Spirit of Truth, which leads in- 
toall Truth, and Righteouſneſs, and 
leadeth thoſe who give up to be led by 
It, "into the paths of Holineſs, without 
which none ſhall ſee God, {as ſaith the 
Scriptures of Truth) and condemns E- 
vil Thoughts when they ariſc in the 
Creature, before they come forth to 
A&Ctions ; and leads Men to deny all 
Ungodlineſs and worldly Luſts, and to 
live godlily and ſoberly in this prefent 
World; and teacheth People to be true 
to God, andalſoto Man ; and to deal 
honeſtly with all Men; and to do to 
every one, as they would have every 
one do to theni. 

And this good Spirit teacheth Chil- 
dren to be Dutiful to their Parents, and 
teaches Servants to ſerve their Maſters 
faichfully, (not as Eye-ſervants, but as 
knowing there is an All-ſeeing Eye 
that ſees all things: ) Ir leads into all 
good, and 1s the Author of all good ; 
and as the Beams of the Sun that ihines 
into our Houſes comes from the Sun, 
and draws to the Sun again, being its 
Center ;: {o this meaſure of Divine 


Light, that proceeds from the Sun of

Righteouſneſs, ſhines into the Hearts 
of the Sons and Daughters of Men ; 
and direQs (by the Beams or Rays of 
its Glory ) to Chriſt the Fulneſs,; fo 
brings Peng into the Nature of 
Chriſt ; and ſo ſuch become true-born 
Chriſtians, born of the Spirit, and Icd 
by the Spirit into that which is ſcþer, 
and of a good Report, and into that 
which adorns Chriſtianity, (to wit) a 
 £ood Life, and a blameleſs Converſa- 
tion; for that's true Religion that vi- 
lits the Fatherleſs and the V Vidow, 
and keeps themſelves unſpotted of the 
V Varld [mark that]. But the wicked 
Spirit, the Enemy of Man's Good and 
Happineſs leads into all manner of 
V Vickednels, leads Children to diſo- 
bey their Parents, to be falſe to their 
Maſters, to be falſe to their Neigh- 

bours, to be heady and hjgh-minded, 
Lovers of Pleaſure more than Lovers of 
God ; leads to Strife, Envy, Malice, 
Murthers , Adultery , Thett, and all 
manner of Evil, in order to deſtroy the 
Soul. | 
And fo by this (my dear Children) 
vou may know the right Spirit m_

the wrong ; as a Tree is known by its 


Fruits, and a Fountain by the Water 
it brings forth; Ca» « Forntain bring 


forth both ſweet Water and bitter ? As 


faith the Scripture by way of Queſti- 
on : So, in ſhort, the one leads into all 
good, and the contrary into all evil. 
And theſe Miniſters that dire& Peo- 
ples Minds to the meaſure of Light and 
Grace 1n their own Hearts, and teach 
People co love the Light, and obey the 
Light, that they may be Children of 
the Light ; and to wait in that which 
manifeſts Sin and Evil, and be ſubje& 
to its leadings and guidings, that Pow-

' and Evil; that ſ{o the Works of the

Minifters as hold forth this DoCtrine as 
aforeſaid (in a pure Life and Conver- 
ſation, in the movings cf his Spirit / 
are the Miniſters of Chriſt, as afyre- 
ſaid: Butthey that tell People, they 
muſt fin term of Lite, and it is impoſ* 
fible'to overcome the- Devil ; but Peo- 
ple muſt live in (in fo long as they live 
in this World, and it cannot be other- 
wiſe: Contrary to the Scripture,which 
faith, If we walk in the Light, as he i in 
the Light, then have we Fellonſhip one 
with another ; and the Blood of Feſrs: 
Chriſt: hu Sea cleanſeth us from all ſin; 
and: John bore Teſtimony: of Chriſt, 
that hewas the Lamb of God that taketh 
away the Sins of the World: And his 
Name was called Fe/zs , becauie he 
{ball fave his People from their Sins, 
not in their Sins ; for al Sin is of the 
Devil, 2nd. they that plead for Sin, 
plead for the Devil's Kingdom, and are 
his Miniſters, and not the Miniiters of 
Chriſt; for.

5. 44 45. and to deſire the good of all, 
even the Salvation of. their Squls, ac- 
cording to Chriit's Command, when
